RESOLUTION 


The 4th March 2014 


SUBJECT — Revision of the reimbursement ofMedical claim of Government Servant and their families 

and other entitled persons outside the State and approved private referral Hospitals 
within the State . 


At present the treatment of Government Servants and their family members in medical 
institutions outside the State is regulated as per the provision of the Odisha Services (Medical 
Attendance ) Rule , 1947, GovernmentResolution No. 17961-H ., dated 17-05-2002 and executive 
instructions issued from time to time. The Resolution No. 17961-H ., Dt. 17-05-2002 was published 
in order to avail the facility of treatmentby State Government Servants and their family members 
and reimbursement of claims for treatment inside as well as outside the State Hospitals . When 
treatment facilities for a Government employee or his family members suffering from a particular 
disease /condition are not available in a State Government Hospital, the patients are referred to one 
of the approved referral hospitals and the approved cost of treatment is reimbursed keeping in view 
the ceiling fixed in the resolution dated 17-05-2002 . 

Since then ten years have already passed . The costof treatment in the meantimehas increased 
manifold , due to rapid advancement in Medical Science and introduction of lifesaving medicines / 
drugs which cost more . Besides , State Government Servants are opting for treatment in referral 
hospitals outside the State of their choice and after undergoing the treatmentwithout being referred 
have been claiming post-facto approvalwhich invite a lot of administrative problems. 

In view of the above , it has been decided by the Government to revise the package rates and 
issue new guidelines to regulate reimbursement of medical claims of the State Government 
employees and their family members . The proposed guideline has taken into consideration , the 
rates and guidelines of Central Government Health Scheme ( CGHS) Bhubaneswar, the package 
rates for nearly 1300 diseases and diagnostic procedures and gives a comparative picture of 
some of the major diseases and their treatment in medical institutions inside as well as outside the 
State . 
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The salient features of the new guidelines are laid down herein after below : 


A Procedure for treatment in Government Health Institution and Other referral 


Hospitals both inside and outside the State = 


1. State Government employees including their eligible family members can be treated 

at First instance in CHC /PHC /DHH /MCH and all other Governmenthealth institutions. 


2. In case ofnecessity he / she can be referred to any referralhospital inside /outside 

the state declared as such by State Government only on the following grounds : 


(a ) On non -availability of required treatment in the concerned Medical Colleges/ 

DHH . 


(b ) In ordinate delay in availing the treatment. 


3. To be treated at a referralhospital stated at ( 2 ) above , a Government employee has 

to be referred from GovernmentMedical College & Hospital orDHH as mentioned at 
Annexure - A . 


4. The Medical College/ DHH will refer the patients on recommendation of a team of 

faculty members/Specialists (not less than three ) headed by the Superintendent/ 
CDMOs with concerned Head of the Department as member. 


5. In case of emergency, the Government employees or his family members can get 

admitted into any of the referral hospitals mentioned at A (2 ) above without being 
referred . However, the authority of those hospitals /Government employees 
themselves will immediately intimate about such admission to Director, Medical 
Education and Training, Odisha who after proper assessment of the circumstances 
leading to such admission will pass appropriate order. 


B. Quantum of Assistance 


The employee or his family members as defined in Odisha Services (Medical Attendance ) 
Rules , 1947 will be entitled for treatment as follows : 


1. Entire admissible treatment cost incurred in State Government health institution . 


2. In case of hospitals inside /outside the State , the reimbursement cost of treatment 

(i.e. surgical intervention , diagnostic test, accommodation charges etc.) shall not 

exceed the prescribed rates as per Annexure - B , (CGHS rate for Bhubaneswar). 
3. There shall be no reimbursement for any treatment taken in private unrecognized 

hospitals /nursing homes etc. 
C. Application for Settlement of Medical Claims - 


The concerned Government employee is to apply to the authority under whose 
administrative controlhe/she is working for reimbursement ofmedical expenditure and 
settlement of advance, if any . For indoor admission , the claim is to be preferred within 
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3 months from the date of discharge from the hospital. The application shall accompany 
following documents . 


(1 ) Essentially certificate ; 


(2 ) All original bills verified by the treating physician with legible Sealed and Signature 

on the face of the bills ; 


( 3 ) Discharge report from the Hospital duly signed by the doctor; 


(4 ) The detailed list ofmedicines , laboratory test, investigation , No.of doctor s visit etc.; 


(5 ) On loss of original documents photo copies duly signed by MedicalAuthority would 

be entertained subject to submission of affidavit to that effect; and 


(6 ) In case of death of the Government employee , the claim of the legal heir can be 

entertained , subject to submission of the affidavit, death certificate , legal heir 


certificate . 


D. Admissibility of Reimbursement of Claims = 

Expenditure on the following items is admissible for reimbursement : 


1. Costs of all medicines except preparations classified as food , tonics , vitamins , 

disinfectants and toilet preparation , as have been notified earlier under Odisha Medical 
Attendance Rules or as will be notified by State Government from time to time. 


2. Surgical sundries , disposables like Cotton , Syringes , Needles , Catheters , 


tubes , 

etc. 


3. Blood transfusion charges as per the approved rates of Red Cross, State /Central 

GovernmentHospitals . 


4. Diet charge is not reimbursable. Where bed charges include diet, 20 % of the amount 

shall be deducted towards diet charges . 


5. Medicines prescribed for outdoor treatment subject to admissibility. 


6. Expenditure on investigations and tests conducted in Government Hospitals / Referral 

Hospitals /Recognized Hospitals if such tests/ investigations have been conducted 
as per the advice of the treating physician of the concerned hospitals within the 
prescribed limit . 


7. Medical claims of Government employee during the period of leave and 

suspension . 


8. Medical claims of a retired employee if he was under treatment in a hospitalbefore 

such retirement and discharged after superannuation . 
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(E ) The Schedule Charges for the State Government Employee : 

(1) The Schedule Charges for the State Government employee and the eligible 

members of his /her family under the Odisha Medical Attendance Rules / 
Executive Order will be at the rate fixed for C.G.H.S., Bhubaneswar (Package Rate 
Enclosed at Annexure - B ) . 
(i) "Package Rate " shallmean and include lump sum cost of inpatient treatment/ 

day carel diagnostic procedure for which a beneficiary has been permitted by 
the competent authority or for treatment under emergency from the time of 
admission to the time of discharge including (i) Registration charges , 
(ii) Admission charges , (iii) Accommodation charges, ( iv ) Operation charges , 
(v ) Injection charges , (vi) Dressing charges , (vii ) Doctor/Consultant visit 
charges , (viii ) Anesthesia charges , (ix ) Operation Theatre charges , 
(x ) Procedural charges /Surgeon s Fees, (xi) Cost of Surgical disposable 
and all sundries used during hospitalization , (xii) Cost of medicines , 
(xiii) Related routine and essential investigations, (xiv ) Physiotherapy 

charges and (xv ) Nursing care and charges for its services. 
(ii) Treatment charges for newborn baby are separately reimbursable in addition 

to delivery charges for mother. 
( iii) Valid Hospital/Diagnostic Centres empanelled under OdishaMedicalAttendance 

Rules shall not charge more than the package rates . 
( iv ) Expenses on toiletries , cosmetics , telephone bills etc. are not reimbursable 

and are not included in package rates . 
( 2) In case, there is no prescribed rate for any particular test/procedure/implant as per 

the prescribed rate as mentioned at Annexure - B , reimbursement shall be 
arrived atby calculating admissible amount itemwise (e.g. room rent, investigations , 
cost of medicines , procedure charges/ implant etc.) as per the rates to be determined 

by DMET through a technical committee . 
( 3 ) Hospitals/Diagnostic Centres empanelled under Odisha Medical Attendance Rule 

(OMAR ) whose rates for treatment procedure/test are lower than the approved 
prescribed rates , the reimbursement shall be as per the actual. 


( 4 ) 


(i) The beneficiaries are entitled to avail facilities of private , semi-private or general 

ward depending on their basic pay as per the following entitlements . 


Basic Pay 


Entitlement 


Maximum room 
rent charges 


Up to Rs. 13,950.00 


GeneralWard 


Rs. 500.00 perday 


Rs. 13,960.00 to 19,530.00 


Semi-Private Ward 


Rs. 1,000.00 per day 


Rs. 19,540.00 and above 


Private Ward 


Rs. 1,500.00 per day 
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( ii) To provide day Care (6 to 8 Hrs .), Rs. 500.00 will be charged for all categories . 


(iii) There shall be no separate room rent during the treatment in Intensive Cardiac 

Care Unit ( ICCU ) and Intensive Care Unit (ICU ). 


( iv ) Private Ward is defined as a hospital room where single patient is 

accommodated and which has an attached toilet (Lavatory and Bath ). The 
room should have furnishings like wardrobe, dressing table, bedside table , 
sofa set etc. as well as a bed for attendant. The room has to be air conditioned . 


(v ) Semi-Private Ward is defined as a hospital room where two to three patients 

are accommodated and which has attached toilet facilities with necessary 
furnishings . 


( vi) GeneralWard is defined as halls that accommodate four to ten patients . 


( vii ) Higher category of accommodation than the entitled category is not permissible . 

However, in case of an emergency when the entitled category accommodation 
is not readily available , admission in the immediate higher Category 
accommodation is permissible subject to reimbursement as to the entitlement 
where the employee concerned has to pay the differential cost. However, if a 
particular hospital does not have ward as per entitlement of beneficiary, then 
the hospital can only bill as per entitlement of the beneficiary even though the 
treatmentwas given in higher type ofward . 


If, on request treatment is provided in a higher category of ward , the 
additional expenditure beyond the permissible limit shall be borne by the 
employee concern . 


( viii ) During the inpatient treatment, the Hospital will not ask for purchase of 

medicines/ sundries /equipment or accessories from outside and shall provide 
the treatment within the package rate , fixed by the authority which includes the 
cost of all the items. 


( ix ) If one or more minor procedures form a part of a major treatment procedure , 

then package charges would be permissible for major procedure and there 
shall be only 50 % of charges for minor procedure . 


(x ) The package rate enclosed will change automatically with changes of rates by 

the CGHS from time to time for Bhubaneswar. 


(F ) Legal Implication 


Any legal liability arising out of such services shall be the sole responsibilities of the 
concerned empanelled hospital. Services will be provided by the Hospitals as per the 
terms given above . 
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(G ) Others > 


The list of recognized /referralhospitals for specific diseases inside/outside the State will 
be notified by the Government in Health & Family Welfare Department.For availingmedical 
advance a certificate from the concerned treating Physician /Surgeon countersigned by 
head of the health institution will be necessary . Sanction of such advance will be on 
fulfilling the due official formalities and the availability of fund etc. 


This Resolution will be effective from the date of its issue . The existing OMA Rules 
are modified to the above extent. 


If any doubt arises relating to the interpretation of any of the provisions, all such 
matters shall be referred to Government in Health & Family Welfare Department for 
clarification & the decision ofHealth and Family Welfare Department shall be final. All the 
Resolutions/Circulars issued earlier in this regard are modified to the above extent. 


Finance Department and Law Departmenthave concurred the proposal vide their 
U.O.R. No. 204655111 , Dt. 19-6-2012 and U.O.R. No. 1451-L ., Dt. 9-7-2012 respectively. 


This will come into force from the issue of this Resolution .
